
1. This clearly is an improvement over the previous 
working paper produced by the OGC. It really covers two 
subjects: the responsibilities of the DCI and those of the CIA. 

The comments presented below follow the order of the subject 
paper. 

Pa rt I: As the senior intelligence officer of the USG, 
the DCI has at least four principal functions. These are: 
providing foreign intelligence for US policymakers; managing 
the Intelligence Community; protecting sources and methods; 
and managing intelligence relations with foreign governments. 

I suggest that Part I be structured accordingly and begin as 
follows: 

I. The Directo r of Central Intelligence 

A. The Director of Central Intelligence shall be the senior 
foreign intelligence officer of the United States Government and his 
responsibilities shall include: 

1. .Providing the National Security Council, other 
senior officials of the Executive Branch and the Congress, 
as appropriate, with authoritative information and 
intelligence assessments about foreign developments 
required for the formulation and implementation of 
national and defense policy. 

2. Attaining the President’s objectives for the 
Intelligence Community. . . . 

3. Protecting intelligence sources and methods 
(ex p and e d appr o p r i a t ely ) . 
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4. Managing and providing guidance for intelligence ;; 

relationships with foreign governments (to be supplied by h
